At the Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, several 
of the sp-akers coupled Roamania and Russia together, as being the two uropean 
States, which by the severity of the civil ard political disabilities imposed upon 
the Jews, made life all but unbearable for them in those countries. But in 
justice to Russia, it must be conceded that individual Jews recive far better 
treatment there than do their similarly situated brethren in Roumania. In the 
latter kingdom the Jews are not alone excluded from holding any public appoint. 
ments, but they are even debarred from exercising certain professions. Russia, 
however, contains numerous Jews who hold high public positions. Without 
enumerating here the one Privy Councillor and the several Councillors of State 
who profess the Jewish faith, we may mention that at the Ministry of Justice 
there is a Legal Adviser, in the Senate a Chief Secretary, at the Ministry of the 


Interior an Editor in Chief of the Statistical Committee, at the Ministry of Public | 


Instruction a member of the Committee of Learned Men,” and at the Imperial 
Library, a librarian, all of whom are Jews. There are, morecver, three Jewish 
Army Surgeons who, by virtue of their appointment, hold the rank of General. 
These distinguished men can do much themselves in paving the way towards the 
emancipation of the entire boly of Russian Jews, 


We published last week an important letter from Sir Rutherford Alcock 
Chairman of the Committee of the Hospital for Women, Soho Square. 
Ile states that the Committee are prepared to set apart a ward in their new 
buildings for Jewish patients, provided the funds necessary for its maintenance 
ate forthcoming. This is a most kind offer, and one of which the community 
should take advantage. The Hospital is situate in a district containing a 
very large Jewish population, a considerable proportion of which belongs to the 
poorer class. ‘The opening of the proposed Jewish ward would be a great boon. 
It is well known that the desire to observé the dietary laws prevents many: of 
our humbler coreligionists from becoming in-patients at hospitals, and that in 
consequence they fail to obtain that efficient medical treatment and that skilful 
nursing which their case imperatively demnands. The Hospital for Women ranks 
high among the medical charities of the metropolis, and it would be an act of 
true benevolerce if its benefits were secured for many a poor Jewess to whom 
in existing circumstances they are inaccessible. Mr. J. 5. Wood’s letter im 
our current number deals with the same subject in relation to another district 
and another institution—that with which the Western Synagogue (St. Alban’s 
Place), made such generous terms. We earnestly commend the matter to the 
sympathies of the numerous philanthropists of whom the community is happily 
able to boast. 


» Aaron Brimann, alias Dr. Angust Brimanus, a/ias Dr. Justus, the notorious 
Dr. Rohling’s authority for his calumnious statement agviinst the Jews 
las received the final instalment of his punishment in the shape of two 
months’ imprisonment, and expulsion from Austria at the termination of his 
sentence. The rest of the penalty will assuredly have to be paid’ by the offender, 
if in no other form; at any rate in the inability to continue his career of self- 
indulgence and dissipation, From conscientious qualms we do not think he will 
suffer much. A man who uses his learning to slander his race, and to jeopardise 
the property and the lives of his own flesh and blood. for the mere sake of 
making money, cannot be troubled with such an inconvenient thing as a con- 


science. For Aaron Brimann, whose legal offence was forgery, but whose real. 


crimes are more serious still, the game is played out. Henceforth he is a marked 
man: even his vast Hebrew learning, of which he made such shameful use, will 
be of little good to him, fot everyone will take care to give him a wide berth. 
The termination of his career is doubly significant. For the hundredth time the 
most dangerous enemy of the Jews has come from their own number. It is 
usually the crafty, unserupulous apostate that is at the bottom of anti- 
Jewieh movements. Brimann’s collapse, moreover, is another blow to anti- 
Semitism. In these days no cause can prosper long which is mainly upheld by 
men of indifferent character. The inspirers of the anti-Jewish movement on the 
Continent are being found out one after another, and every such detection isa 
fresh triumph of the Jew over his malevolent foe. 


An interesting debate took place in the House of Commons last Friday on 
Mr. Samuel Smith's motion to establish at the national cost, evening classes for 
industrial training. Professor Stuart, who seconded the motion, gave an account 
of what has been done on a small scale at Cambridge. But both he and Mr. Smith 
err in proposing to postpone the instruction they advocate to the period sais 
schooling is nearly or entirely at an end. Why should not instruction in the 
handling of the simpler tools used in handicrafts be included in the school- 
course? Nota little of the time now devoted in -State-aided schools to extra 
subjects which will prove utterly useless to the majority of the pupils might 
advantageously be employed in familiarizing lads with the elements of artizans’ 
work. Every school contains a number of boys who cannot be got to learn—to 
learn, that is, book-knowledge. Turn these lads into a workshop, and give them 
a hammer, or a plane, or a lathe instead of a pen or a book, and yon will soon see 
the stuff they are made of. The practice of deferring industrial teaching until 
school is over, involvesa lamentable waste of time. Why doesnot the committee of 
one of our big communal schools take the hint we have given, and setan example to 
the country? It would not be long, we venture to pre lict, before the example were 
copied right and left, to the credit of English Jews in general and of the Jewish 
school initiating the practice in particular.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE JEWS IN) ROUMANTA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,’ 

Sin,—Let us hope that in a few days the heads of the Anglo-Jewish community 
will appear before Lord Salisbury to pleed the cause of our oppresyed brethren in 
Roumania, The aimirable manner in which their interests have from time to 
time been advocated by these doughty champions of our race, and the very abl 
and forcible address on the subject delivered by Sir Julian Goldsmid at the meeting 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday week, may well inspire us with the 
hope that the agitation about to commence will not cease until some prac- 
tical results have been attained. 

My object in addressing you is to bring to light certain passages in the former 
negociations with the British Government which will fortify-the claim of the pro 
posed deputation to the powerful aid of Lord Salisbury. I should have referred to 
them at the meeting of the Association, but did not wish to obtrude myself 
in the presence of others more entitled than myself to be heard. 

An intolerant enactment (Article 7) of the Roumanian Constitution declared 
that “the status of Roumanian subjects is to be acquired, enjoyed and lost according 
to regulations prescribed by civil law. Fereigners of the Christian faith can alone 
be naturalised,” A large proportion of the Roumanian Jews are, de fac/o, foreigners, 
and in the eye of the Roumanian law even the indigenous Israclites are deemed 
aliens. Thus it happened that all Jews, whether native or foreign, were excluded 
from the possibility of enjoying civil or political rights. 
cou Prior to the Congress of Berlin, the Board of Deputies ‘and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association (through their Conjoint Foreign Committee) drew the atténtion of the 
British Government to the lamentable condition ef the Roumanian Jews. and 
urged them to endeavour, in any treaty that might be concluded, to secure the 
removal of those galling disabilities under whichthe Roumanian Israelites laboured 
The Government, through Lord Salisbury, promised to do their best to secure 80 
desirable an end, Our coreligionists on the Continent took action at the same tiroe 
and in the like direction. The result was that, when the Congress met, the Repre- 
sentatives of the Powers made the concession of equal civil and political rights ty 
all classes of Roumanians without distinction of creed a cardinal! point an the 
Treaty. This concession is.written in language so clear and emphatic as to admit 
of no doubtful interpretation, The principle it enunciates being so diametrically 
opposed to both the spirit and the letter of the 7th Article of the Constitution, it 
became necessary, in order to bring the internal laws of the State into harmony 
with its treaty engagement with the Pewers, that Article 7 of the Contsitution 
should be repealed. 

Servia which, like Roumania, had from time to time indulged in severe per- 
secution of the Jews, at once set to work honestly and loyally to give effect to its 
engagements contracted in the face of all Europe, 

Unfortunately for humanity, Roumania adopted a very different course, Having 
secured the recognition of its independence on the faith of the Treaty, it resorted to 
various devices to avoid the performance of the provisions in favour of the 
Jews. The proposal for their emancipation not unnaturally aroused opposition in cer- 
tain quarters. The commercial and t rading Classes, envious of the superior qualitiesand 
success of their Jewish rivals, denounced the measure as mischievous and unneces- 
bary., In August 1878 Cogalniccano was despatched on a mission to the Powers to 
endeavour to obtain a modification of the Treaty, and he alleged that the popular 
clamour against the Jews was so loud and so furious that if the measure were per- 
sisted in, popular tumults would result of which the Jews would be the first victims. 

At this critical juncture, the Committee again addressed Lord Salisbury, carnestly 
begging that, in the interests of humanity and justice, the British Government would 
insist on the strict performance of the provisions of the Treaty, His Lordship re- 
plied that he had beeu in communication withthe Roumanian Government and had 
received an assurance that they would carry out the provisions of the Treaty “to 
the best of their power,” I claim no special foresight for haviny detected and 
pointed out to the Committee the danger lurking in this expression, for, reading 
between the lines, and guided by experience of the past, it was easy to perceive in 
these words elements of doubt and difficulty, 

The Committee therefore once more addressed Lord Salisbury and urged him to 
insist upon the faithful performance of the terms of the Treaty. Tais communi- 
cation elicited from his Lordship a reply which appeared to be entirely satisfactory, 

A project of law was then introduced into the Roumanian Chamber for the 
purpose of incorporating in the Constitution the several Articles of the Treaty, but 
the measure was so framed that the Jews would still be treated as aliens, and would 
be compelled to come, one by one, as suppliants to the Chamber, to demand their 
naturalization. A proposal so monstrous naturally led to an immediate protest 
from the Committee in which they pointed out the critical position the question had 
assumed, Following up this protest, Baron Henry de Worms addressed an ableand 
powerful letter to the 7imes newepaper. On the Ist March, 1879. the Baron had 
fome conversation with the Marquis of Salisbury on the subject, and on that

HEBREW AS AN EXAMINATION SUBJECT. 
TO THE EPITOR OF THE “JEWISH cHRONICLE.”’ 

Sir,—The number of the Jewish members of the London University Convoea- 
tion i* 80 rapidly increasing that the proposal to aubstitute Hebrew for one of the 
ordinary B.A. pass subjects would doubtless meet with considerable support. But 
for my Own part I should regard the success of such a proposal with some amount 
of regret. 1 fully agree with Mr. Harris that we cannot excuse our nevlect of 
Hiebrew in this country on the plea that the sacred language is not an examination 

t. And further, I do not believe that its addition to the list of examination 
subjects would tend to increase the number of Jewish students of Hebrew. At 
least, it would be as well to allow some time to elapse to enable us to learn from 
experience what effect the new M.A, regulations will produce in this direction, 


What I fear js that the few Jews who will take up the Hebrew and other Semitic 


branches will be mainly our theological students who are training for, or who bave 


already entered into, the Jewish Ministry. Now, the advantages to the community 


of ensuring that their new generation of ministers shall be University graduates 
consists in this, that the successful candidate for the B.A, is ee ipso proved to pose 
xess a certain amount of knowledge on many of the subjects which are included in 
the education of all cultured men of the general English community. A know- 
ledge of Ifebrew is the acquirement that goes beyond the ordinary curriculum, But 
if our theological students are allowed, or even encouraged, to substitute Hebrew 
for English, French, or German, and to take an examination in Hebrew, to pass 
which should cause them no difficulty whatever /csides the present B.A. subjects, 
then I submit that we shall be compelled to look so much the less confidently on 
graduation at the University of London as a guarantee of general knowledge.

Our readers need scarcely be informed of the acts of systematic oppres- 
sion by which the legislature of Roumania has endeavoured to make exist- 
ence impossible for Roumanian Jews, Our own columns have given copious 
evidence of Roumanian intolerance. The circumstances of the case are 
somewhat different from any that have hitherto engaged the: attention of 
the Jewish historian or philanthropist. In most cases of- ovpression the 
original source of the evil was to be traced to religious antipathy on the part 
of the populace. But in Roumania oppression has come from the side of 
the Government, urged on by the trade-jealousy of the Third College of 
Electors, chietly COM) set of the commercial classes, It is on this cireum. 
stance that the greatest hope of relief is based. Governments can be more 
easily influenced than peoples by the force of foreign public opinion. What 
the legislature has done it can De made to undo. And in a state Tike Rou- 
mania, founded hy the consensus of European States, the force of public 
opinion tinds a natural channel in the protests of the Powers which founded 
the Kingdom of Roumania. No time should be lost, in calling for such 
a protest from the Foreign Office of England, one of the chief signatories 
of the Treaty of Berlin which made Roumania an ind ‘pontent State. 

It is most appropriate that*a Deputation of influential Jews should 
apply to the Foreign Office at the present moment ‘since the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs 1s in the hands of one who was himself one of the plenipo- 
tentiaries that signeil that Berlin Treaty. It is no seeret, indeed, that it was 
mainly through the influence of Lords Bracoxsrietp and Ssnisse ry that 
the ‘“enfranchising 99 clause of the Treaty coneerning Roumania contained 


the restriction that freedom was eranted on cotdition of the removal of all 


religious disabilities. And later events have shown that Lord Sauisecry 
lid not intend that <the restrictive clause should remain a dead letter, 
Eighteen months after the signing of the Treaty of Berlin Lord Satisscry, 
as Foreign Minister, used the following remarkable words in an official 
despatch to Mr. (now Sir) Witviam Wurre, Her Britannic Masestry's Repre- 
fentative at Bucharest, dated January 21st, 1879: “I have to state to you 
that Her Masesry's Government do not consider that the passing of a law to 
enable Jews toapply individually tothe Roumanian Legislature for Naturalisa- 
ton would be sufficient compliance with the Article of the Treaty of Berlin 
which provides for the removal of religious disabilities in Roumania.” It is 
™ be regretted that these firm words were not ultimately followed up by as 
orm action when Roumania, alittle later on, applied for official recognition 
onthe part of European Powers. But for this Lord Sanissery is in no 
legree to blame, since the recognition, under protest, of Roumania, was 
“igned on the part, of England by his successor at the Foreign Office.

§ Roumanian Jews. Within a fortnight everyone will be leaving 
sown, and when everyone returns the forthcoming General Election will 
‘vert attention from everything else. Just at presen*, too, the new Gov- 
ernment will have had time to get into working order, and will be anxious to 
commence operations on its own account. On the other side, everything is pre- 
pared for giving an exposé of the barbarous treatment of Jews by Roumania. 
Mr. D. Scuross’s pamphiet ready for publication. The 
letaileof Roumanian tyranny are to hand, together with the necessary 
guthentication. It does not. seem right that deeds of darkness like these 
sh ald he left unexposed for one moment longer than necessary, 

Our readers need scarcely be informed of the acts of systematic oppres- 
sion by which the legislature of Roumania has endeavoured to-make exist- 
ence impossible for Roumanian Jews. Our own columns have given copious 
evidence of Roumanian intolerance, The circumstances of the case are 
somewhat different from any that have hitherto engaged the attention of 
the Jewish historian or philanthropist. In most cases of ovpression the 
original source of the evil was to be traced to religious antipathy on the part 
of the populace. But in Roumania oppression has come from the side of 
the Government, urged on by the trade-jealousy of the Third College Of 
Electors, chietly composed of the commercial classes. It is on this cireum- 
stance that the greatest hope of relief is based, (rovernments can be more 
easily influenced than peoples by the force of foreign public opinion. - What 
the legislature has done it can de made to undo, And ina state like Rou- 
nania, founded by the consensus of European States, the foree of public 
pion finds a natural channel in the protests of the Powers which founded 
the Kingdom of Roumania. No time should be lost, in calling for such 
a protest from the Foreign Office of England, one of the chief signatories 
of the Treaty of Berlin which made Roumania an inlepsn tent State. 

It is most appropriate that a Deputation of influential Jews should 
‘apply to the Foreign Office at the present moment since the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs is in the hands of one who was himself one of the plenipo- 
tentiaries that signed that Berlin Treaty. It is no secret, indeed, that it was 
mainly through the influence of Lords Braconskretp and Sanisacry that 
the “enfranchising "clause of the Treaty. concerning Roumania. contained 
the restriction that freedom was eranted on condition of the removal of all 
religions disabilities. And later events have shown that Lord Savisscry 
did not intend that the restrictive clauso should remain a dead letter. 
Eighteen months after the signing of the Treaty of Berlin Lord Sautsscry, 
Foreign Minister, used the following remarkable words in an official 
despatch to Mr. (now Sir) Wittiam Wutre, Her Britannie Masesry's Repre- 
fentative at Bucharest, dated January 21st, 1879: “Ihave to state to you 
that Her Masesry's Grovernment do not consider that the passing of a law to 
enable Jews toapply individually tothe Roumanian Legislature for Naturalisa- 
“on would be sufficient compliance with the Article of the Treaty of Berlin 
which provides forthe removal of religious disabilities in Roumania.” It is 
7 be regretted that these firm words were not ultimately followed up by as 
orm action when Roumania, alittle later on, applied for official recognition 
on the part. of Muropean Powers. But for this Lord Sanissery is in no 
degree to blame, since the recognition, uniler protest, of Roumania, was 
“ighed on the part, of England by his successor at the Foreign Office. 

There can be little doubt that a deputation to Lord Sanisseny 
would not have to meet any unwillingness on his part to have the Treaty 
nights of Roumanian Jews insisted upon by the English Government through 
which those rights in the first instance came into existence as 2 part of 
European Law, The legality of a demand for the fulfilment of the pertinent 
clauses of the Berlin Treaty is indisputable from the standpoint of Inter- 
national Law. The great authority of the late Prof. Buunrscuti has already 
heen invoked by the friends of religious equality, and his opinion on this 
point Was given with no uncertain sound. And here again, we can_ refer 
to firm Statements on the part of our present Prime Minister. In answer 
: a deputation to the Foreign Office on the 25th of July, 1879, headed by 
Peeing DE Worms, M.P., Lord SALISBURY remarked : “I do not 

expression of an opinion and of a very strong opinion on our 
paitcan be looked upon as an undue or unbecoming interference with the

affairs of any people, for we have bought the right to say what we have enid.”” 

The opportuneness of the oczasion is clear from these considerations. 

The Prime Minister of the moment has in the past laid down the very prin- 

ciples upon which we shoul desire that action should be taken in the case 

of the Roumanian Jews. The political circumstances in which Lord 
Saienury has taken office are so peculiar that it is impossible to regard his- 
tenure of office as anything but precarious. The golden opportunity is 

before us now ; we have a clear case and a Foreign Seeretary in a measure 
pledged to press fora fultilmentof the clauses of the Berlin Treaty. Tillthe last 

few hours tnere did not seem to be any burning question attracting the atten- 

tion of the Foreign Office. All things concurred in making the next few 
coming days the most favourable opportunity at which a deputation of English 
Jews could approach the horeign Office. 

And there can be little less doubt as to the person whoshould intro¢uce 
the deputation to the Prime Minister. Baron Hesxry pe Worms las 
honorably connected his name with the rights of the Roumanian Jews for 
many years past, and has been indefatigable in putting question 
alter question on the subject to the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. He is besides a persona grata inthe new Administration, 
Indeed, this is the reason that might seem to militate against his introducing 
the deputation, Lf indeed he were Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs it might have been bad taste for him to appear as an advocate in a 
matter in which he would be officially connected. But we see no reason why 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade should not plead the 
cause of his brethren in faith, even though he holds a position in the Govern- 
ment of the country. Englishmen have never shown that they respected a 
man less because. he stood up in defence of his own religion or of those who 
are oppressed on account of it. Of course, we speak subject to the 
mysterious rules of ofticial etiquette, which may, perhaps, absolutely preclude 
the presence of Baron pe Worws. Mr. Antucr Cones, M.P., the 
Chairman ofthe Board of Deputies could, in that case, worthily the place, 

which, in a matter concerning foreign affairs, belongs otherwise to the Presi- 
dent of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The hour then is favourable, the man clearly indicated. There should 
be no further delay, The silence of Europe's -voice has. undoubtedly 
done much to encourage the Government of Roumania in its iniquitous pro- 
ecedings. It is time that such silence be broken. The lives of 300,000 
Jews are being jeopardise! by the devices of their oppressors, It is time 
that something be done to rescue them before itis too late. The deputation 
to the Foreign Office is clearly a preliminary step to any more practical 
remedial measures, 

We are happy to announce that these considerations have had weight 
with the representative bodies of English Judaism, anl that an application 
has been made to the Foreign Office by the Joint Committee of the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish \ssoclation to receive a Deputation on the

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday at 
the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There 
were present: Mr. Antuvr Coney, (.C., M.P., President, in the Chair ; Sir Julian 
Goldsmid, Bart., Dr. Clifford ; Messrs. D. L. Alexander, B. Birnbaum, M. Cas- 
tello, L. Davis, P. Falk, Henry Harris, S. Montagu, H. H. Myer, E, Salomon, 
and .J. Sebag. 

The Solicitor and S cretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported that a joint letter 
from the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association had been forwarded to the 
Marquis of Salisbury, praying him to receive a deputation at the Foreign Oftice 
relayve to the Jews of Roumania. 

On the proposition of Mr. J. Senic, seconded by Mr. M. Castenro, it was 
unanimously resolved to forward a letter of congratulation to Baron Henry de 
Worms, M.P., on his recent Government appointment. 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER reported that the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
did not consider it advisable to recommend the Board to accede to the memorial 
fro%; the Master Tailors’ Protective Association. The memorial prayed that the 
Board should attempt to obtain an extension of hours to the Jews under the 
Factory Acts. Mr. Alexander pointed out that the trivial difference in the work- 
ing hours, and the transient nature of the present Government, rendered it inad- 
visable to apply forany legislation. After some discussion, it was resoived that the 
Solicitor and Secretary should consult with Mr. Redgrave, asto what further legisla- 
tion under the Factory Acts would be acceptable to the Department. It was 
suggested that should Sir John. Lubbock, M.P., bring forward his proposed Bill 
for the extension of-the Factory Acts, it would be a favourable opporcunity to 
bring the matter forward more prominently. 

The Solicitor and Secretary read. a correspondence between Baron Pollock 
and Mr. Ephraim Green, who, in the case of Baron de Worms rv. Hughes, on his 
requesting to be sworn on the Old Testament, was re quested to leave the jury- 
box. Mr. Earle, Secretary to Baron Pollock, explained that one of the counsel 
engaged in the case had requested the officer of the Court not to summon any 
Jew on the jury, and that Mr. Green was inadvertently summoned. 

Mr. S. Monracr said he considered the explanation very unsatisfactory. It 
did not seem very respectful to forbid a Jew to sit amongst the jurymen because 
a coreligionist was a principal in the case. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that it was an every day occurrence to challenge 
members of the jury. On the recommendation of the Chairman, it was resolved 
to adjourn the consideration of the matter until the next meeting of the Board. 

It was unanimously resolved to forward an address of congratulation to 
Princess Beatrice and the other members of the Royal Family upon the Princess’ 
approaching marriage. 

The Solicitor and Secretary reported the resignation of Mr. Louis Hyams, as 
Deputy representing the Nottingham Congregation, and that the Rev. Hermann 
Gollancz had been appointed Secretary for Marriage Registration Purposes for 
the Dalston Synagogue, in place of the Rev. M. H. Myers, resigned. 

A letter was read from Lord Rothschild, thanking tlhe Board for the address 
of congratulation on the occasion of his elevation to the peerage. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

A NINTH OF AB EpisopE.—On the 9th of Ab, 1804. creat consternation pre- 
vailed at Pressburg (Hungary), owing to the rapid approach of the enemy, the 
French, Thousands fled from the city, one of the few remaining behind b-ing the 
venerable Rabbi, Moses Sofer. Whilst watching the stampede from his window. he 
received a visit from an officer of Ordnance, who handed him A letter from the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army of the Danube, The contents of the letter were 
briefly to the effect that three Jewish soldiers, who had been condemned by Court- 
Martial as spies, were to he shot next day, and that before they died they wished to 
receive consolation at the hands of the famous Rabbi of Pressburg. It App ars that 
when these three soldiers were captured, they had crossed the river in order to be 
able to join in the Kivoth (dirges) which were being recited in the syDagogue that 
day (the Fast of Ab). Rabbi Sofer, too old to undertake the journey, found a wil- 
ling substitute in Rabbi Mendel Lewuw, the President of the Congrecation. who. at 
the risk of his own life, consent:d to run the gauntlet of the enemy. and visit the 
condemned men. With them he found three Christians, who were also to be shot at 
the same time, He immediately songht an interview with the Archduke Carl at 
headquarters, and addressing his Imperial Highness, said ; * To-morrow at noon will 
commence the decisive battle. Six human beings are now awaiting in prison the 
approach of the last hour of their lives. I ask for mercy on their behalf, and the 
God of Israel, who, according to the saying of our Sages, awards ‘measure for 
measure,’ will to-morrow send victory to your flag, and thonsands of lives will be 
saved.” Astonished that the Jew had asked for the lives of the six men. and not 
for those of his coreligionists only, the Archduke replied that he acceded to the 
prayer for mercy, which he would have refused had he been implored to spare only 
the three Jews. The next day, concludes the chronicler of this episode, the Arch- 
duke gained a brilliant victory over Napoleon.

Tre Appt GREGOIRE.-On Sunday last a statue was unveiled at Lnnevi'le, 
W hich has been erected by pub ic sub Ctiptlion Lo the Abbe Gregoire, who at th time 
of the Revolation took a cons derabla share in the emancipation of the Jews. 
Among his labours on their behalf was the writing of his celebrated mem ir en the 
vole and the situation of the Jews, which received the highest prize at the Academy 
of Metz, During the revolutionary periol he seized every opportunity of speaking 
in favour of the Jews, and of defending them before the National Assembly. When 
in 1789 this body decreed the equality of all citizens of the State, bat omitted to 
mention the Jews as being also entitled to this equality, the Abbé Gregoire helped to 
induce the Assembly to repair this omission, Among the Jewish contributors to 
the fund for the erection of the statue was the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle, whiche 
at the request of the Mayor of Luneville and of the Statue Committee, was repre, 
sented at the ceremony of unveiling by M. Narcisse Leven,one of its Vice-Presidents.

The late Rev. Abraham Ornstien was the son of the late Rev. Vhineas Orn- 
ven, of the Borough Synagogue. THe was born in January, 1863, dod was 
borefore only 22 yearsfof age at the time of his lamented death. He was 
-ayeated at Jews” College, of which he was a probationer, and where he gained 
evcral important scholarships and prizes. He matriculated at the London Uni. 
versity in January, 1882, and gained certificates for English and German at 
University College. He evinced great earnestness in his studies, ‘and was a 
fuent and able speaker. On various occasions he delivered sermons in several of 
the Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue. He was Superintendent 
f th Hebrew Classes of the Settle Street Board School, and one of the Hono- 
ery Teachers of the Sabbath Classes. 

" He was appointed to the post of Minister of the Kimberley Congregation in 
July, 1884, being selected from among 17 other applicants, and left England: in 
bust ui ith on thie Sth of August, Iss4d. He was bid good bye—alas. an cVcT- 
sting good-bye---by the- members of his bereaved family, the Rev. S, singer, 
ni many of his fellow-students, to whom he was endeared by his good nature 

| companionship. He commenced his daties at the Kimbe rley Congregation 
New Year, 5645, and at once won for himself the favour of his congregants. 
He used his influence in endeavouring to revive in them a love for their ancient

religion, and succeeded in inducing several of the leading Jewish merchants and 
‘hers to close their places of business on the Sabbath day. He also started a 
ehool and a Benevolent Society, of which he was the Honorary Secretary, and 
initiated a system of visitation at hospitals, prisons, &c. He was a member of 
the Horticultural and Agricultural Society, and displayed much interest in the 
eauuse of education. Although destined but for a sbort.time to administer to the 
spiritual wants of a congregation who had begun to hang upon his words, he had 
juring the brief period of his allotted mission in Kimberley succeeded in creat 
ing a love for himself and his teaching that memory will ever hold dear, and 
that will never be cradicated from the minds of those who mourn his loss. 

The mortal remains of the deceased were interred on the 10th of June. in 
tie cemetery belonging to the Kimberley Congregation, in the presence of a 
large concourse of spectators. Not only was the Jewish community of all ranks 
ly represented, but many prominent members of the Christian population 
TDOA part in the tinal obsequies of the youthful and much beloved minister.

All 
along the line of route the inhabitants marked their sense of the sad event by 
closing their places of business and raising flags half-mast high. At the ceme-
